Tho public gea- 
crously contributed to the support of 
the celebration, and the city of Ports- 
mouth appropriated $1,000 for that 
purpose. 


A detailed report of the treasurer

appears that the total amount col- 
lected from all sources was ?2,(J84.15; 
tho total disbursements were ?2,2G1.04 
leaving on hand ?I23.11. 


All Jillls have been paid and. all bus- 


iness In connection with this celebra- 
tion has .been concluded. Much care 
was taken during the time prior to 
the celebration to secure satisfactory 
results In an economical manner. Es- 
timates of the expenses were submit- 
ted and amounts assigned to the dif- 
fcrent committees and all committees 
were Instructed to keep within the 
appropriations. 
In that way the ex- 


ecutive committee was able to carry 
out the business without a deiiclt. It 
la rather unusual to reach a conclu- 
sion in an event, of this kind with 
money in the'treasury. 
This result 


was duo to the loyal co-operation of 


'all members of the citizens' commit- 
lee, which included a largo number 
of our citizens wno 
cheerfully 
as- 


sumed the duties assigned toem; and 
to this larg* committee and citizens 
generally, must bo attribited the- suc- 
cess of the celebration. 


The executive committee have con- 


sidered the disposal of the 'surplus. 
It was suggested that It be devoted 
to the printing of a pamphlet contain- 
ing a history of the event; and the 
argument was used to sustain this 
proposition that a similar pamphlet 
"was printed in 1853. and again 
in

In the court, of arbitration, it would 
appear, that four of the seven ques- 
tions brought to the court for settle- 
ment were adjudicated according to 
his suggestions.

certain thins. Kldcr argued that Amer- 
icans should have the use of the har- 
bor without the payment of dues of 
any hind, and that the regulation re- 
quiring them to report to the custom 
bouse was unnecessary. Again Elder 
was upheld by the court. 


The sixth question, as presented by 


Elder, was one of the most import- 
ant thr.t The Hague lrlliun.il bad to 
consider. 
The contention of New- 


foundland was that the treuly did not 
give the right to fish In the treaty 
hays, harhors-and creeks. This ques- 
tion, argued at length by Elder, v;ns 
decided In favor of the United .States. 


The American contention in the sev- 


enth, and last, question, that a fish- 
ing vessel could be a trading vessel 
as well, in regard to buying fish from 
the inhabitants of'a foreign country, 
was maintained.
